Iranian warship fires 
at NBC helicopter 

DUBAI (R) — An Iranian 
warship fired at a helicopter 
manned by a news team from the 
U.S. television network NBC in 
the southern Gulf on Friday but 
caused no damage nor injuries. 
One light machinegun was fired 
towarcT the helicopter which was 
not hit. According to VHF radio 
monitored here, the Iranian fri- 
gate warned the helicopter three 
times to clear the area before 
firing at about 16:00 local (12:00 
GMT). An NBC employee later 
said they could not hear the 
warnings. 

Saudi crown prince 
leaves for U.S. 

RIYADH (R) — Saudi Arabian 
Crown Prince Abdullah Ibn 
Abdul Aziz has left Riyadh for a 
three-day official visit to the Un- 
ited States starting on Sunday, 
the official Saudi Press Agency 
reported on Friday. His talks with 
U.S. officials are expected to 
focus on U.S. arms sales to the 
kingdom and the Iran -Iraq war. 

UNESCO delays 
voting by 24 hours 

PARIS (R) — UNESCO post- 
poned on Friday a final vote to 
find a new leader for the troubled 
U.N. agency, UNESCO officials 
said. They said the final vote 
would take place at 1700 GMT on 
Saturday. The contest is between 
incumbent Director-General 
Amadou Mahtar M’bow of 
Senegal and Spain's Federico 
Mayor. 

Qadhafi sends 
message to Iran 

NICOSIA (R) — A Libyan en- 
voy arrived in Tehran on Friday 
with a message from Libyan lead- 
er Muammar Qadhafi for Iranian 
authorities, Tehran Radio re- 
ported. Abu Zaid Omar Durdah 
said on arrival that his visit was 
meant ,k to consolidate the friend- 
ly relations and consistent con- 
tacts which exist between the two 
revolutions,” said the radio. The 
radio also quoted Deputy Prime 
Minister Afireza Moayeri, back 
from a visit to Damascus, as 
saying that Prime Minister Mir- 
Hossein Mousavi would soon 
make an. official visit to Syria.

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — A missile, believed 
to be a Chinese-made Silkworm fired by 
Iran, sl amm ed Into a U.S.-reflagged Kuwaiti 
tanker near Kuwait’s loading terminal at 
dawn Friday, injuring at least 18 crew 
members, in the second such attack in two 
days. 

al news agencies said the missile 
was probably fired from 100 
kilometres away off Iraq's occu- 
pied Fao Peninsula. 

One Western diplomat, 
echoing views expressed by 
others, said the U.S. now “had 
no alternative but to make a 
significant response.” 

Medical sources said the ship's 
American captain, whom they 
identified as 50-year-oid John 
Hunt was seriously wounded and 
under surgery in hospital eight 
hours after tne strike. 

The Kuwaiti cabinet statement 
said the incident “put the interna- 
tional community before its re- 
sponsibilities to confront this 
dangerous escalation and inten- 
sify efforts to achieve the sought 
forpeace."

A U.S.-owned supertanker was 
hit in a nearly identical attack just 
24 hours earner. Both occurred in 
Kuwaiti territorial waters, and 
there was no indication of how 
the United States might respond 
but speculation was raised that 
Washington might use its major 
naval force in the Gulf to retaliate 
against Iran. 

It was the first direct strike on a 
Kuwaiti ship protected by tbeU.S. 
navy on ns run through inter- 
national waters in the Gulf. 

A Kuwaiti cabinet statement 
blamed Tehran for the dawn 
attack on the tanker Sea Isle City 
at 05:50 a.m. (02.50 GMT). 

The missil e was believed to be 
heat-sensitive and homed in on 
the Sea Isle City because its 
engines were running.

pinos, two Britons, a Pakistani 
and an Italian, the sources said. 
A second American crewman, a 
radio operator, escaped injury. 

Residents heard a huge explo- 
sion and saw smoke rising from 
the accommodation quarters of 
the tanker roughly eight 
kilometres off the Shuaiba oil ter- 
minal.

Iran did not immediately ack- 
nowledge firing the missile. Ira- 
nian President Ali Khamenei told 
a group of worshippers gathered 
at Tehran university for Friday 
noon prayers that an American- 
flagged snip was “hit by a mis- 
sile. 

The official Islamic Republic 
News Agency IRNA quoted the 
Iranian leader as saying: “Where 
the missile came' from? The 
Almighty knaws better.” 

But, he added, “we have de- 
clared that they (the Americans) 
should not expect us to watch our 
ships being attacked and other 
ships remain safe. This is the 
nature of tension and how it 
spreads in the region."

Security Council launches new 
drive for Iran-lraq ceasefire 


UNTIED NATIONS (AP) — 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar has launched a second 
round of peace talks with Iran 
and Irao. armed with a new man- 
date to oe flexible in his quest to 
end the seven-year-old Gulf war. 

The 15-nation Security Council 
approved the mandate without a 
vote during private consultations 
on Thursday. Later Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar said he had also drafted a 
detailed blueprint for ending the 
war. 

The secretary-general told a 
news conference he thought there 
was a chance for significant prog- 
ress. 

“1 expect to impress a sense of 
urgency in this second part of the 
negotiating process with the two 
parties,” he added. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar, a 67- 
year-old Peruvian, refused to dis- 
close details of the plan, which 
later presented to the Iranian and 
Iraqi ambassadors. He said he 
was asking the two sides to re- 

S ond in writing by the end of 
ctober. 

The U.N. chief held the first 
round of negotiations in Tehran 
and Baghdad in mid-September. 

The new plan reflects the coun- 
cil's guidance authorising the 
secretary-general to negotiate the 
biggest sticking point in the peace 
taDu, the timing of a ceasefire in 
relation to other steps. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said he 
had not yet proposed a specific 
date for a ceasefire, but nis re- 


marks indicated he would like it 
to start by the end of this year. 
“That is something which will be 
negotiated with the parties, yon 
know whether we start it in Octo- 
ber or November or December." 

The coontiTs mandate, which 
has been ordered kept secret, 
co oasts of four paragraphs . work- 
ed out by the 15 council members 
in confidential negotiations over 
the past two weeks, said sources, 
who spoke on condition of anony- 
mity. 

The document marks the 
clearest indication to date that 
the council would not object to 
other elements of a peace plan 
starting on the same day as a 
ceasefire. 

The peace stew were spelled 
out in Security Council Resolu- 
tion 598, passed July 20, but the 
sequence of their implementation 
was not specified. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar proposed 
in an initial outline presented to 
the council last month that the 
peace process begin with a cease- 
fire on what he called a “D-day.” 
On the same day, he proposed, 
U.N. observers would be dis- 
patched to monitor the truce. 
After “D-day,” both sides would 
withdraw their forces to interna- 
tionally recognised borders. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said that 
“on D-day or another date to be 
agreed upon” an impartial body 
would start work on determining 
responsibility for the war. 

Iran says it would observe an 


informal ceasefire- while the im- 
partial body investigates who 
started the war, and would go 
along with a formal truce only 
after the panel’s findings are re- 
leased. Iran which occupies Iraqi 
territory, has refused to commit 
itself to a troop withdrawal. 

Iraq, fearing Iran will not with- 
draw, has insisted on a dear link 
between a troop pullout and ceas- 
efire. However, Iraqi officials 
have said they have no objection 
to the impartial body starting its 
work on the same day as a cease- 
fire, and having a withdrawal 
take place “without delay." The 
council also now appears to be 
endorsing this concept. 

The Security Council text says: 
“They (the council members) 
note that the outline of the secret- 
ary-general envisages, on D-day, 
whim should be agreed upon as 
soon as possible, the observance 
of a ceasefire in conformity with 
Resolution 598 and the setting 
into motion of other necessary 
elements of the resolution.” 

The Council document also au- 
thorises Mr. Perez de Cuellar to 
set up the “machinery that will be 
needed” to put the peace moves 
into place. 

The new Security Coundl 
document makes no mention of 
any threat of sanctions, indicating 
.the United States lost its drive to 
have the coundl warn it would 
impose a worldwide arms embar- 
go on whichever side didn’t com- 
ply with the U.N. peace plan. 


Klibi delivers 
summit 
invitation 
to Qadhafi 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi received an 
invitation to next month's ex- 
traordinary Arab summit in Am- 
man from Arab League Secret- 
ary-General Chadli Klibi, the Li- 
byan news agency JANA said on 
Friday. 

JANA, monitored in Beirut by- 
Reuter, said Mr. Klibi also 
briefed Col. Qadhafi on his visits 
to Damascus and Amman where 
he held talks with Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Al Assad and His 
Majesty King Hussein. 

Minister of Education 
Thoukan Al Hindawi returned to 
Amman on Thursday after de- 
livering invitations from the King 
to Sudanese bead of state Ahmad 
Al Mirghani. Somali President 
Mohammad Siad Barre, Djibouti 
President Hassan Gouled Apti- 
don, North Yemeni President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh and South Yeme- 
ni President Haidar Abu Bakr Al 
Arta s to attead the summit. 

Mr. Hindawi told Petra that all 
the leaders to whom he deli- 
vered the invitations had affirmed 
that they would take part in the 
summit. They also paid tribute to 
the King's continuing efforts 
aimed at achieving Arab solidar- 
ity and unifying Arab ranks to 
confront challenges and dangers 
facing the Arab Nation, Mr. Hin- 
dawi said.

Sankara and 100 others killed in Burkina coup 


OUAGADOUGOU (R) — Bur- 
kina Faso President Thomas 
Sankara and nearly 100 people 
were killed in the coup which 
toppled his government, reliable 
sources said on Friday. 

The sources said Captain Sank- 
ara and 13 of his closest advisers 
were shot dead on Thursday 
when the coup, led by Captain 
Blaise Compaore. his second-in 
command, was launched with the 
storming of the presidential 
palace in Ouagadougou. 

Close to 100 people died in the 
shooting when members of Mr. 
S ankar a’s presidential guard put 
up resistance, they added. 

The sources listed presidential, 
press spokesman Bou Paulin 
Bamoum, legal adviser Frederic 
Kiemde and the head of the 
army’s health services among 
those killed. 

Mr. Sankara and his advisers 
were buried on Friday morning at 
Dagnoin cemetery near the capit- 
al, the sources said. 

Mr. Sankara, an eccentric 
young left-wing officer, led one of 
the world’s poorest countries,

landlocked in the West African 
Sahel region, for four years. 

He is being denounced by 
Capt. Campaore’s communiques, 
broadcast by the official radio, as 
a renegade and traitor with neo- 
colonial leanings- 

Capt. Compaore was said to 
have been a dose friend but 


stayed largely in the shadows 
until seizing power. 

The country’s new leader 
announced on Friday that all poli- 
tical prisoners were being re- 
leased. This was one of a senes of 
announcements made over 
Ouagadougou Radio in the name 
of a new “Coordinating Commit- 
tee of the Popular Front." 

Reliable sources said several 
hundred people were expected to 
be released. They included the 
chief of the trade union move- 
ment, Soumane Toure, jailed in 
May with dozens of other labour 
activists. 

The radio ordered local leaders 
to organise political meetings 
throughout the country “to 
assure the entire popular masses 
of the need for and righteousness 
of the rectification process.” 

It said teachers sacked in 1984 
for striking were reinstated and 
“all political prisoners and per- 
sons interned for administrative 
reasons are hereby released.” 
Each communique ended: 
“The fatherland or death. We 
shall win." 


The radio said Mr. Sankara 
had tried to avert the 1983 coup 
which brought to power a group 
of young left-wing army officers, 
including himself and Capt. Com- 
paoTe. 

“By an accident of history, this 
autocrat was propelled to the 
leadership of our revolution, the 
better to throttle it from within,” 
the statement said. 

Burkina Faso's eigbt million 
people have been placed under 
curfew between 7 p.m. and 5 a.m. 
Borders were, sealed and airports 
closed to international traffic. 

Capt. Compaore was until 
Thursday minister of state in 
charge of justice. 

He, Capt. Sankara, Captain 
Henri Zongo and Major Jean- 
Baptiste Lingani led the military 
administration since the August 
1983 coup, the fourth since the 
country became independent 
from France in 1960. 

The Popular Front’s composi- 
tion was not immediately known 
and it was not dear whether 
Major. Ungani and Capt. Zongo 
were included. 


Their Majesties conclude 
4 -day state visit to Finland 


HELSINKI (Agencies) — Their 
Majesties King Hussein and 
Queen Noor ended a four-day 
state visit to Finland on Friday. 
The King held a final round of 
talks with Finnish President 
Mauno Koivisto before ending 
the visit. 

The King and Queen were 
accorded a warm farewell cere- 
mony upon their departure. The 
ceremony, held 3t the Finnish 
presidential palace, was attended 
by Presidem and Mrs. Koivisto 
and senior Finnish officials in- 
cluding the parliament speaker, 
prime minister, foreign minister 
and cabinet member*. 

The talks on Friday between 
the King and President Koivisto 
covered subjects of common in- 
terest to Jordan and Finland, the

Crown Prince and Vorontsov 
discuss Middle East problems

AMMAN — - His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan. the Re- 
gent, met on Friday with Soviet 
First Deputy Foreign Minister 
Yuli Vorontsov and discussed 
with him the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict, the Iran-lraq war and 
Afghanistan. 

During the three-hour meet- 
ing, Crown Prince Hassan ex- 
plained to Mr. Vorontsov His 
Majesty King Hussein's efforts to 
convene an international peace 
conference on the Middle East 
and ihe Soviet minister affirmed 
Moscow’s desire to contribute to 
peaceful solutions to the various 
conflicts in the region, reported 
the Jordan News Agency. Petra. 

The Crown Prince outlined 
Jordan’s stand vis-a-vis these con- 
flicts and stressed the need for 
crystallising a .unified Arab stand 
as a sound approach that could 
solve these problems in the in- 
terest of the countries in the 
region as well as international 
peace, Petra said. 

Mr. Vorontsov briefed the

Shultz begins Mideast 
visit saying he has nothing 
new to offer for peace 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — U.S. 
Secretary of State George P. 
Shultz arrived in Israel Friday on 
the first leg of a Middle East 
swing and held talks with Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 

Mr. Shultz had also scheduled 
meetings with Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres later Friday. He 
also plans to meet during his 
three-day trip with a group of 
Palestinians from the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

An expected focus of Mr. 
Shultz's talks ' is the proposed 
international peace conference 
advocated by Mr. Peres and re- 
jected by Mr. Shamir. Peres aides 
have said privately they expea 
Mr. Shultz to bring new ideas to 
budge Mr. Shamirfrom his long- 
standing opposition to the idea. 

But Mr. Shultz has said he 
would not intervene in the dis- 
pute, which has divided Israel’s 
coalition government. “Obvious- 
ly we all care a great deal about 
peace and about moving in that 
direction,’’ he said in an airport 
press conference on his arrival. 

“We all want to get to bilateral 
negotiations," he said. “How to 
get there is the question... I hope 
we will all put on our creative 
thinking bats and get there." 

Peace hopes will De a focus of 
Mr. Shultz s meetings in Israel, 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia and with 
Jus Majesty King Hussein before 
heading to Moscow for arms con- 
trol talks on Oct. 22 and 23 with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze. 

At their first working session, 
Mr. Shamir urged Mr. Sbultz to 
intercede with Soviet leaders in 
Moscow next week so that “ail 
Jews who wish to do so (are) 
allowed to emigrate on the basis 
of national repatriation," his 
spokesman said. 

At Shannon airport, Mr. Shultz 


said Friday that the Soviet Union, 
despite some positive moves, had 
not earned the "right” to take 
part in Middle East peace efforts. 

"They haven’t done the things 
that seem to me (to) need to fie 
done,” he told reporters on his 
plane en route to Tel Aviv. 

"But they have been moving in 
that direction.” he said. 

Positive actions by Moscow in- 
cluded increased Jewish emigra- 
tion and more official contacts 
with Israel, edging towards di- 
plomatic relations, he said. 

But Mr. Shultz said the Krem- 
lin must allow complete freedom 
of emigration and religion and 
halt support for "rcjectibnisl ten- 
dencies. 

Mr. Shultz said for the First 
time last May that the Soviet 
Union could be a force for peace 
in the Middle East but insisted 
that Moscow "qualify" itself for 
the role. 

Before his departure from 
•Washington on Thursday, Mr. 
Shultz told reporters he was not 
bringing any new proposals, but 
was coming to (he Middle East to 
listen to Israeli and Arab leaders. 

“I do not go there with anv 
particular new thing." he said. 
"But 1 hope others will have 
something new to say." 

Mr. Shultz’s visit coincide with 
3 new wave of Arab protests that 
has swept the West Bank over the 
past two weeks. 

On Friday, Israeli troops fired' 
teargas and opened fire to dis- 
perse a demonstration against the 
Shultz visit at the Balata refugee 
camp near the West Bank dtv of 
Nablus, Palestinian news reports 
said. The demonstrators threw 
stones and erected roadblocks, 
the reports said. 

Palestinians also staged com- 
mercial strikes in towns through- 
out the West Bank

The Indian force had been 
advancing through the peninsula 
since last Saturday to disarm the 
Liberation Tiger* of Tamil Eelam 
(LTTE) and 'destroy their bases 
to enforce an indo-Sri Lankan 
agreement to end a four-year-old 

Tamil separatist revolt. 

Indian officials here said at 
least 79 Indian soldiers and nearly 
50U rebels, including 1 In killed on 
Friday, have died 'in week-lone 
fighting in (he island's north an3 
east.

W. German warships sail to Mediterranean

P ARIS (AP) — The French navy said Friday that its 
forces in the Gulf area discovered two new mines, 
bringing to six the total found since France began its 
operations last month. 


The announcement by the navy 
general staff said the mines were 
found Friday morning bv the 
minehunter Garigliano just off 
Khor Al Fakkan on the Gulf of 
Oman side of the United Arab 
Emirates. 

Naval forces were in the pro- 
cess of detonating the mines, it 
said. 

The French minehunting force 
is made up of the Garigliano, 
Cantlio and Orion, with tire sup- 
port ship Loire. 

Earlier mines were found on 
Oct. 1. Oct. 2 and two on Oct. 7. 

The ir.inehunters are pan of 
the French naval force in the 
Indian Ocean, which also in- 
cludes the aero- naval support 
group made up of the aircraft 
earner Clemenceau and the fri- 
gates Suffren and Duquesne. as 
well as a third group which the 
navy command said was “assur- 
ing the surveillance of commer- 
cial vessels flying the French flag 
in the Arabo-Persian Gulf." 

The statement said the discov- 
ery brought to six the number of 
mines discovered bv the mines- 
weeping force sent by France to 
clear international waters at the 
mouth of the Gulf. 

Naw officials said rhe two 


mines were found floating below 
the surface at a depth of Between 
15 and 30 metres, connected by a 
steel wire to a base on the sea 
bed. 

Four mines spotted by French 
ships earlier this month were 
Soviet-made M08s. 

The United States. France and 
Britain are coordinating their 
search for mines in and around 
the Gulf. Italy has also sent ves- 
sels towards the area. 

Minesweepers were sent after 
floating mines believed by West- 
ern countries to have been laid by- 
Iran. were discovered outside the 
Gulf in August. 

Meanwhile three West German 
warships sailed for the Mediterra- 
nean on Thursday to replace ves- 
sels of NATO 'allies that are 
protecting shipping lanes in the 
Gulf, a navy spokesman said. 

Erich Dams, a spokesman for 
the West German Navy’s fleet 
command in Gluecksburg, said 
the destroyer Moelders, the fri- 
gate Lower Saxony and the supp- 
ly ship Freiburg set sail at 1 1 a.m. 
11000 GMT). 

He said the Moelders left from 
its home port in Kiel and that the 
Lower Saxony and Freiburg left 
from the north German port city 


of Wilhelmshaven. 

The ships are due to arrive in 
the Mediterranean by Oct. 22, 
the spokesman said. 

West German government offi- 
cials said last week that the ships 
will first take part in manoeuvres 
with U.S., British and Italian 
vessels, and then continue to 
operate in the region as part of 
the U.S. -directed NATO force 
there until the middle of De- 
cember. 

The navy command said in a 
statement that the deployment of 
the vessels is a “clear indication 
of the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many’s solidarity with its allies.'' 

Hie ships should be back in 
their home ports by Dec. 18, the 
navy command said. 

The decision to send the ships 
to the Mediterranean marks the 
first time that West German ships 
have joined a NATO task force 
operating in the region, the navy 
command said. 

West Germany's constitution 
prohibits sending troops or 
warships to areas outside of 
NATO territory such as the Gulf, 
where U.S. vessels and warships 
from other alliance allies are pro- 
tecting oil tankers from attack in 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl promised the United 
Stales in June that his govern- 
ment would study other possible 
ways to help NATO allies who 
had ordered warships to the Gulf. 


U.S. to improve fire safety after Stark attack 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
U.S. Navy has said it would 
improve the safety design of new 
warships and had sent additional 
fire-fighting equipment to its 
ships in the'Gult ns a result of the 
devastating missile attack on the 
frigate Stark. 

The announcement came in a 
navy investigation report on the 
May 17 incident in which 37 U.S. 
sailors died when the Stark was 
badly damaged by two Exocet 
missiles fired by* an Iraqi F-l 
Mirage jet. 

Flames quickly spread out of 
control and heat in the crew 
quarters soared to 3,500 degrees 
Fahrenheit (1.926 degrees Cen- 
tigrade) on the 136-metre frigate, 
according to the report sent to 
Congress by Navy Secretary 
James Webb. 

The Defence Department 
admitted the Stark warned the 
attacking Iraqi pilot too late and 
never fifed at the jet, which Iraq 
said mistakenly launched the 
French-built missiles against what 
the pilot thought was 'an Iranian 
target. 

"As a result of Stark lessons 
learned, the navy is taking action 
to improve the design require- 
ments for new ships?’ including 
less flammable material in cables 
and using improved materials in 
bulkheads and decks, the report 
said. 

Every reasonable effort should 
be made to reduce combustibles 
(flammable material) in our 


ships," it said. 

“This is a lesson learned in 
World War II, which the navy 
continues to emphasise, but the 
critical importance of which is not 
normally relearned outside of 
wartime." 

As a result, it said, the navy- 
was rushing to its Gulf force 
high-capacity smoke-blowing fans 
and extra walkie-talkie portable 
telephones to help fire-fighters 
and would also increase then um- 
ber of oxygen breathing masks on 
ships.

Dukakis 
urges U.N. 
peace force 
in Gulf 

NEW YORK (R) — Democratic 
presidential contender Michael 
Dukakis called on Thursday for 
an international peacekeeping 
force in the Gulf and said it was 
absurd for U.S. ships to be pro- , 
tecting Kuwaiti tankers. 

“What we have is an absurd 
situation. We have two or three 
dozen U.S. ships protecting 21 1 
Kuwaiti tankers. What we need is 
a ceasefire, an embargo on fore- 
ign arms sales and a U.N. multi- 
lateral peacekeeping force to pro- 
tect all foreign snips in the Gulf," 
the Massachusetts governor told 
reporters. 

The U.S. Navy has been 1 
escorting Kuwaiti tankers — re- 
registered in the United States 
and flying the U.S. flag — 
through the Gulf since July. 

Mr. Dukakis, who spoke to 1 
reporters after addressing a meet- 
ing of the Association for a Better 
New York, also urged Washing - 1 
ton to back a Central American 1 
peace plan, drawn up by Costa 
Rican President Oscar Arias. 

“I think the United States ought 1 
to get behind the Arias plan, 
which is the best opportunity to 
stop the killings ... ana begin the 
peace process," Mr. Dukakis : 
said. 

“His goals are our goals," the 1 
governor said of Mr. Arias, who 
won the Nobel Peace Prize this i 
week for his plan, signed on Aug. . 
7 in Guatemala City by Arias and 
the presidents of Guatemala, 
Nicaragua. El Salvador and Hon - 1 
duras. 

The plan seeks an end to guer- 
rilla wars in the region, democra- 
tic reforms and amnesties for 
political prisoners. 

Meanwhile a House of Repre- 
sentatives committee approved a 
measure on Wednesday that 
would require Kuwait to pay 
$250,000 to the United States 
each time U.S. warships escort 
Kuwaiti tankers through the Gulf 
— or lose the service. 

The Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries voted 32-7 
in favour of the bill to establish 
the fees. To become law, the full 
House and Senate must pass the 
same legislation. 

The measure would establish 
the fees to help pay for the U.S. 
operation to protect 11 Kuwaiti 
vessels from Iranian attack in the 
Gulf, which began in late July 
and has been estimated by some 
legislators to cost between $20- 
$M million a month above nor- 
mal expenses. 

The bill would require a 
$250,000 fee each time U.S. 
warships ferried a convoy of 
Kuwaiti ships either in or out of 
the Gulf, and U.S. protection 
would stop if the fee had not been 
paid within 10 days of the service. 

“The bottom line is that some- 
one is going to pay for the 
escorts/' said Congressman 
Robin Tallon. "It is going to be 
Kuwait ... or the American tax- 
payer.” 

The fee would apply to all 
other vessels seeking U.S. protec- 
tion in the Gulf, although no such 
requests have been made.

Muslim conference condemns Iran, lauds Saudis 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP) — 
More than 700 scholars have en- 
ded a five-day international con- 
ference in Mecca, Saudi Arabia, 
with a condemnation of Iran for 
the riots that claimed hundreds of 
lives in the holiest city of Isiam 
last July. 

TTie scholars, who represented 
the world’s estimated 850 milli on 
Muslims, also lauded the Saudi 
royal family for “perfecting* 
security of all pilgrims” during 
annual pilgrimage seasons to 
Mecca and Medina. _ 

They affirmed their confidence 
in the Saudi leadership as custo- 
dians of Islam's holiest shrines — 
the Kaaba Mosque in Mecca and 
the Mosque of Mohammad in 
Medina. This was seen here as 3 
rejection by the conference of 
Iran's demand that the House of 
Saud be stripped of the custo- 
dianship of tne holy places. 

The resolutions were referring 
to the July 31 Mecca dashes in 
which more than 400 pilgrims, 
most of them Iranian, were kflled. 
The Tehran government accused 
the Saudis of opening fire on the 


pilgrims, but Saudi Interior 

Minister Prince Nayef denied 
this. 

The conference-, sponsored by 
the Mecca-based Muslim World 
League, and the resolutions were 
widely viewed as a moral victory 
for the Saudis over the Iranians. 

The conference resolutions, 
telexed to the Assodated Press in 
Bahrain by the league secretariat 
from Mecca, demanded that “all 
kinds of demonstrations, rallies, 
political photographs and slogans 
be absolutely prohibited during 
the pilgrimage season." 

“The conference condemns the 
Iranian regime that plotted dis- 
sent in God’s Mosque in the 
pilgrimage season," a resolution 
stated. 

“All Ulema (learned Muslims) 
declare solidarity with the king- 
dom of Saudi Arabia for its legiti- 
mate stance on the seauity of 
pilgrims and sacred shrines.” 

The conference appealed to all 
adherents of the Srn’ite Muslim 
sect to disavow “the thoughts and 
perpetrations" of Ayatollah 


Ruhollah Khomeini, leader of 
revolutionary Iran. 

At the onset of the conference 
last week, a pro-Iranian 
Lebanese leader in statement 
broadcast by Tehran Radio urged 
the scholars in Mecca to defy 
Saudi Arabia. 

Sheikh Saeed Shaban, leader 
of the Lebanon-based Tawheed 
Island Movement, told the scho- 
lars “beware not to pass any 
resolution capable of prohibiting 
political activities in Mecca or any 
other holy place." 

The Iranian leaders contend 
they have a right to hold political 
rallies and “awaken" Muslims on 
certain rights and obligations. 
Since he ousted the Sbah in 1979. 
Khomeini has been threatening 
to “export" his Islamic Revolu- 
tion to Saudi Arabia and other 
countries, denouncing the Saudi 
leadership as '‘reactionary and 

anti-Islamic.” 

The Mecca conference reaf- 
firmed King Fahd as the accepted 
defender of the faith and protec- 
tor of its sacred shrines. 


The conference ignored an 
appeal by Kuwaiti activist Abdul 
Rahman' Abdul Khaliq for ail 
Muslim governments to sever ties 
with the Soviet Union. 

His appeal, published in the 
Jeddah-oased English-language 
newspaper Saudi Gazette, was 
partially backed by the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. PLO 
representative m rhe kingdom, 
•Rafiq Al Natsheh, told the paper 
"we oppose the Soviet occupa- 
tion of Afghanistan and we have 
never taken a stand against the 
Mujahedeen (Afghan holy war- 
riors). whose cause is as Islamic 
as ours.” 

At least 66 countries were rep- 
resented at the conference, and 
the delegates included Sheikh 
Gad UI Haq AJi, rector of 
Egypt's Al Azhar, the world's 
oldest university and the most 
respected seat of Islamic 
learning. 

Sheikh Gad Ul Haq’s presence 
obviously was a demonstration of 
Saudi-Egyptian solidarity in the 
face of Iran’s anti-Saudi cam- 


Algeria, 4 other countries 
elected to Security Council 


U.S. , Israel vote against closer 
U.N. -Arab cooperation 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Algeria beat out its neighbour, 
Morocco, for a Security Council 
seat, while Brazil, Nepal, Senegal 
and Yugoslavia won uncontested 
election to the 15-nation body. 

All five were elected by the 
General Assembly to two-year 
terms on the Council beginning 
on Jan. 1, 1988. They will replace 
Bulgaria, Congo, Ghana, the Un- 
itea Arab Emirates and Vene- 
zuela. 

Candidates for council seats 
are usually nominated in advance 
by their regional groups, making 
election by the Assembly a fore- 
ign conclusion. 

But there was no agreed 
nominee for Qne of the African 
seats sought by both Algeria and 
Morocco and neither obtained 
the required two-thirds majority 
in the first round of voting that 
elected Brazil, Nepal, Senegal 


and Yugoslavia. 

The two North African neigh- 
bours are at loggerheads over the 


question of independence for 
Western Sahara. Algeria backs 
die Polisario Movement, whose 
guerrillas are contesting Moroc- 
can rule over the former Spanish 
colony. 

In a second secret ballot, 
Algeria won election with 113 
votes after obtaining 104 — two 
short of the required number — 
the first time. Morocco's first 
round tally of 61 votes dropped to 
42 on the decisive second ballot. 

The other five non-permanent 
Council members, whose two- 
year terms expire at the end of 
1988, are Argentina, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Japan and Zambia. 

The five permanent members 
are Britain, China, France, the 
Soviet Union, and the United 
States. 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The 
United States and Israel cast the 
only votes against a General 
Assembly resolution on Thursday 
calling for increased cooperation 
between the United Nations and 
the Arab League. 

The resolution was approved 
by a vote of 153-2, with no 
abstentions. 

The United States said it ob- 
jected to a paragraph calling on 
the U.N. secretary general to 
implement resolutions on the 
Middle East which the United 
States had opposed. 

Several delegations which 
voted for the resolution also ex- 
pressed reservations on this 
point. 


Israel said the activities and 
objectives of the Arab League 
regarding Israel contradicted The 
UX charter and that the League 
had a vested interest in maintain- 
ing the Arab-Israel conflict. 

The League's U.N. observer 
said the votes cast in favour of the 
resolution were a resounding re- 
buttal of Israel's campaign 
against the League. He also said 
the United States position was 
unfortunate, especially in view’d 
its positive stance towards the 
League in recent years. 

The Assembly earlier approved 
without a vote a resolution urging 
closer cooperation between the 
United Nations and the Organisa- 
tion of the Islamic Conference. 


Norway to seek inspection 
of heavy water sent to Israel

NAQOURA, Lebanon (R) — Gen.

OSLO (R) — Norway has said it 
would request inspection of 20 
tonnes of heavy water sold to 
Israel nearly 30 years ago to 
determine if it bad been used to 


years ago to 


make nuclear weapons. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman ’ 
Per Paust told Reuters Thursday 
that Norway wanted to see how 
the water had been employed 
after Israel turned down an ear- 
lier Norwegian request to allow 
the Vienna-based International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) 
to inspect the water. 

"Now we will ask to look at -it. 
ourselves," he said. 

Israel has declined to confirm 
or deny possession of nuclear 
weapons. 

Norway has the right to inspect 
the water as a condition of the 
secret 1959 sale, made for “pure- 
ly peaceful purposes." Govern- 
ment sources have said Oslo may 
regard it as breach of contract 
and attempt to recall the water if 
Israel refuses. 


Suspicions that the water had 
been misused surfaced when 
Mordechai Vanunu, a former 
technician at Israel’s Dimona 
nuclear reactor, told a British 
newspaper last year that his coun- 
try had been making atomic 
weapons for more than 20 years. 

Norwegian parliamentarians 
and researchers said this could 
meaft that Israel had used the 
heavy water supplied by Norway 
to construct such arms and de- 
manded that Oslo make checks. 

Vanunu disappeared in myste- 
rious circumstances from London 
after telling his story and 
-reemerged in an Israeli jail. He is 
now standing- trial in a closed 
court for espionage and treason. 

“If Israel now decides to allow 
the IAEA to look at the water, 
we would be prepared to go along 
with that,” Mr. Paust said. 

Israel has said it would be 
difficult to check the Norwegian 
heavy water since it has wen 
mixed with other shipments.

The U.S. officials indicated 
there would be no U.S. retalia- 
tion in that case because the 
attack was against Kuwait in 
Kuwaiti waters.

Mr. Weinberger testified in 
Congress that U.S. forces could 
not wait for a missile to be fired 
but would retaliate if the missiles 
were aimed at U.S. forces or 
U.S.-protected tankers.

Dr. Muasher said that the en- 
visaged organisation should act as 
a federation .for industry and 
trade, with an independent 
status. 

The federation should include 
representatives for all federations 
of chambers of commerce, 
societies, sectoral unions and fed- 
erations and other parties closely 
Involved in industry; trade and 
services. 

Addressing participants in a 
symposium on “scopes of econo- 
mic and commercial cooperation 
in Jordan," held on Thursday. 
Dr. Muasher outlined the prop- 
osed federation’s objectives 
. saying that it shpuld aim at facili- 
tating coordination and exchange 
of information and also at uni- 


fying all economic and procedural 
aspects. According to Dr. 
Muasher the federation should 
also facilitate and organise con- 
tacts with official authorities con- 
cerned with the federation's 
work, in addition to drawing up 
of policies and plans for all of its 
economic activities. 

The federation would also 
work on the achievement of in- 
tegration among the various eco- 
nomic sectors and would act as a 
decision-taking body in respect to 
comprehensive economic deci- 
sions, according to the minister.

There are no real indications that Shultz, through 
these talks, will be able to regain U.S. credibility, specially since 
Washington does, not approve of an international conference for 
solving the issue. Yet. no one can predict what Shultz has to sav 
during his coming tour, but unless there is a real change in his 
government's policy with regard to the Middle East, the outcome of 
his tour will not be better”than those carried out in the area by 
numerous U.S. envoys. 

AJ Dustour : King urges Finnish mediation 

KING HUSSEIN in a speech at a banquet in his honour hosted by 
the Finnish president asserted that the present tension prevailing in. 
the Middle East continues to obstruct all efforts aimed at achieving" 
social and economic development. The King said that despite United 
Nations mediation efforts for ending rhe Arab-Israeli conflict, peace 
is not achieved. For this reason. Jordan has been calling for the 
convening of an international peace conference under U.N. auspices 
to find a formula for a lasting peace. This conference the King said, is 
needed for the implementation of U.N. Security Council resolutions. 
On the Gulf war the King said that Iran’s aggression has been going 
on for more than seven” years, and the international community 
should take steps to implement U.N. Security Council Resolution 
59S which is aimed at bringing about a lasting peace between Iran and 
Iraq.

The 1987 Arab summit: A message 


A LITTLE over a century ago, the first Zionist colony in Palestine 
was established. Since, then, the seasoas seem to come and go with 
monotonous regularity while the Arab political condition remains 
in disarray, confusion and on a persistent downward slide. The 
intellectual output of Arab poets, social scientists, novelists, 
political commentators, nationalists ... etc. seems to have left but 
a little mark on the course of events. It is as though some hidden 
force, a secret, veiled and sinister hand moves what it does* at its 
own will, as if the peoples of the area and often even their leaders 
have little to do with what goes on. This condition, this complex 
syndrome of confusion has reached such proportions that we do not 
know whom to blame any more.

neutered, the distance between them, the massts and meaningful 
practical dialogue also grows steadily and rapidly. In a recent 
Sfat the Jordan World Affaire Council, queens that were 
auSdered a century ago were pc^edandwtl the same enthu- 
siasm. Some participants spoke as if Sykes-Ptcot, the Balfour 
Declaration and twenty-two Arab entities did not exist.

The power of the Jewish vote 


in the U.S.: Mystique or fact?

WASHINGTON — More than a 
year before the 1988 elections, 
almost all the U.S. presidential 
contenders have paid their re- 
spects at the offices of the pro- 
Israel lobby on Capitol Hill. 

They came to present their’ 
views ’ on U.S. policy toward 
Israel, to get pointers, and to 
receive the coveted “thumbs up” 
from the influential lobby, which 
translates into a virtual guarantee 
of support from some 70 Jewish 
special interest groups. 

Such is the importance of the 
American Jewish community, 
which accounts for only 4 per cent 
of the nationwide vote but is 
perceived as wielding sufficient 
influence to make or break a 
candidate for congressional or 
presidential office. 

Is the power of the Jewish vote 
a mystique or fact? A JittJe of 
both, appears to be the answer. 

There are two issues of para- 
mount importance to most of the 
6 million Jews in the United 
States; The security of Israel and 
the freedom of Jews to emigrate 
from the Soviet Union. Part of 
the mystique about the power of 
the Jewish lobby stems from the 
fact that both issues have been 
cornerstones of bipartisan U.S. 


foreign policy for many years,

Pro-Israel lobbyists argue that 
the U.S. policies reflect a broad 
consensus, rather than the influ- 
ence of American Jews. 

However, most candidates rec- 
ognise that while no one has ever 
been defeated in a race for being

“I don’t think we deserve that

American Jewish Committee in 
Washington. “But we do have 
some clout, and I don’t think we 
have to apologise for that either.” 
Bookbinder contends that the 
pro-Israel groups are like other 
special interest groups exercising 
their constitutional right to influ- 
ence government policy. If the 
Jewish community had been as 
sophisticated and weii-organised' 
durine World War II as it is now. 


it may have helped save some 
Jews from the Nazi holocaust, he 


said. 

The case of Jonathan Jay Pol- 
lard, the U.S. navy analyst con- 
victed earlier this year of selling 
secrets to Israel, damaged the 
special relationship between the 
American Jewish community and 
the Israeli government. But pro- 
Israel lobbyists contend the case, 
will not have a lasting effect on 
the broad-based American sup- 
port for Israel. 

Political action committees are 
formed under U.S. election law 
so that people with common in- 
terests can contribute as a group 
to candidates they favour beyond 
the amounts that an individual 
can give to a politician. 

Jewish special interest groups, 
which are almost all single-issue 
pro-Israel organisations, don't do 
anything other PACs don't. In 
the 19EM election campaign, for 
example, they contributed some 
$4.5 million to congressional 
candidates. The total PAC con- 
tributions that year were $112.6 
million. 

They also target candidates in 
much the same way other lobbies 
do, by providing their voting re- 
cords on certain issues to various 
constituencies and organisations 
and paying for television advertis- 
ing attacking candidates seen as 
unfriendly to Israel. 

The difference, said former 
senator James Abourezk. is that 
other PACs represent U.S. in- 
terests; the pro-Israel groups 
don’t. 

“The unfailing U.S. support 
for Israel, no matter what they 
do, puts us in a position of sup- 
porting their sins,” said 
Abourezk, a South Dakota 
Democrat who stepped down in 
1978 after one term. 

Abourezk, whose parents im- 


migrated to the United States 
from Lebanon, denied that he 
decided not to run for a second 
term because of pressure from 
Jewish groups. 

Abourezk contended that 
politicians “can guess what would 
make them (the Jews) happy.” 

As an example, he cited the 
move initiated last summer by 
several presidential hopefuls — 


among them Senate majority 
lblican 


leader Bob Dole and Repul 
congressman Jack Kemp — to 
close down the offices of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion in Washington. The pressure 
on the administration was so 
strong that ijie office was ordered 
closed down. 

David Ifshin, who served as 
general counsel on the 1984 pres- 
idential campaign of Walter Mon- 
dale, said tne Jewish vote is im- 
xrtant in certain states which are 


port ant m certain states which are 
heavily populated by Jews: New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 


Maryland and some parts of Cali- 
fornia. Florida -and Illinois also 
have large Jewish populations. 

Ifshin, who also was Mondale's 
adviser on Jewish affairs, said the 
Jewish vote can make a differ- 
ence in the Democratic primaries 
in those stares, because Jews lean 
more toward Democrats than Re- 
publicans 

The Jewish predilection to- 
ward die Democrats stems from 
concern about separation of 
church and state ana progress in 
civil tights, he said. 

Ronald Reagan, for example, 
lost much ground with Jewish 
voters in 1984 — going from an 
all-time high for a Republican 
candidate of 40 per cent in 1981 
to 32 per cent — despite his 
strong pro-Israel stands. 

Most lobbyists explain the drop 
to Reagan’s close links with fun- 
damentalist Christian groups.

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Arias Nobel Peace Prize

WASHINGTON — Awarding of 
the Nobel Peace Prize to Costa 
Rican President Oscar Arias is a 
powerful boost to the unfolding 
peace process in Central America 
and a slap in the face to President 
Reagan, legislators and indepen- 
dent experts say. 

Arias was given the prize on 
Tuesday for nrs efforts to bring 
peace to Central America, rock- 
ed for decades by civil strife. 

A peace plan authored by 
Arias was signed by the leaders of 
Central America's five countries 
on August 7 in Guatemala. The 
first phase of the agreement is 
set to take effect on November 7. 


great prestige that will be tough," 
for Reagan to buck, Kenneth 


Reagan publicly congratulated 
Arias but the aware 


award was seen as a 
setback to his policies in Central 
America, especially his hopes to 
win renewed congressional milit- 
ary aid for the Nicaraguan contra 

“It puts Reagan in a difficult 
Dosition because he now has to 
deal with a Nobel laureate, not 
just a Central American president, 
and a plan with the mark of the 
Nobel Peace Prize," Adolfo 
Aguilar, a regional expert with 
the Carnegie Endowment for In- 
ternational Peace in Washington, 
told Reuters. 

“Most Latin Americans will 
see this as a slap in the face to 
Reagan. It gives praise to some- 
thing Reagan has publicly 
opposed. It will cement Arias s 
position in Central America and 
further undermine Reagan’s," 
said Aguilar. 

“This clearly helps the peace 
plan, adding to it and to Alias a 


Flamxn, a Central American ex- 
pert at the private Brookings 
institution, told Reuters. 

If the White House were to try 
to derail the plan now, said Larry 
Birns, director of the private 
Council on Hemispheric Affairs, 
it would be “only at its own 
peril.” 

The Arias plan culminated 
years of unsuccessful efforts by 
Latin American leaders to end 
Central America's strife and is 
seen by many in the region as the 
last real chance for peace. 

The plan calls for an end to all 
civil wars in the region and major 
steps toward democratisation, 
primarily by Nicaragua’s leftist 
leaders. It also seeks to end fore- 
ign assistance to guerrilla move- 
ments including U.S. aid to the 
Nicaraguan contra rebels, which 
Reagan has made the centerpiece 
of ms Central American policy. 

Reagan has called the Arias 
plan flawed in part because it 
does not require Managua to 
— ’ its Cuban and Soviet-bloc 


ivisers. 

However Arias’s elevated sta- 
tus mil make it more difficult for 
other Central American leaders 
to renege on their promises to 
democratise and take other steps 
under the peace plan.

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Denmark: Centre for the treatment of torture

WHEN the International Rehabi- 
litation and Reseach Centre for 
Torture Victims (RCT) was set 
up in Copenhagen in 1980, it was 
the first medical centre of its kind 
in the world. It is a private 
foundation staffed by medical 
personnel who treat victims of 
torture, and other centres based 
on its model have since emerged 
in other countries. Those treated 
at the Copenhagen centre share 


the symptoms of other torture 
victims, but the fact that they are 
also refugees makes their rehabi- 
litation even more difficult. 

Even though the waiting room 
of the RCT is temporarily void of 
furniture and reeks of fresh paint, 
it still radiates energy and nope. 
Its bright yellow wails frame two 
colourful murals designed by one 
of the Centre's former “clients.” 
A table cheerfully set with coffee, 
tea and cakes stands at the far 
end of the room. The receptionist 
explains that the comfortable 
chairs and relaxed atmosphere 
are as much a part of the rehabi- 
litation as the medical treatment 
itself. Anyone who waits here has 
either been tortured or is a mem- 
ber of his or her family — they 
are also refugees in Denmark. 

Research carried out between 
1974 and 1980 by the Amnesty 
International medical group with 
victims of torture in various coun- 
tries throughout the world, led 
them to conclude that traditional 
clinical methods were inadequate 
when it came to the rehabilitation 
of torture victims. Upon their 
recommendations, Danish mem- 
bers of the committee established 
the first rehabilitation centre in 
Copenhagen. In 1980, two beds 
at the Rigshospitalet of the -Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen were 
made available in order to allow 
for systematic examinations and 
develop a model for -treatment. 
This was the first medical centre 
of its kind anywhere in the world. 

Since 1984, the RCT has 
moved to two villas adjacent to 
the hospital. TTiere is a perma- 
nent staff of approximately 20 


persons (doctors, dentists, 
psychologists, interpreters). 
None of them wear white uni-, 
forms and like the reception hall, 
examination rooms are spacious, 
bright and gaily decorated, in 
order to avoid a setting that might 
resemble prison or interrogation 
rooms. 

“Contrary to what we expected 
when we started,” explains Dr. 
Marianne Juhler, one of the Cen- 
tre’s general practitioners, “most 
of the physical complaints are 
linked to the enormous efforts 
they exert to try to forget." 
Typical sequelae are: G astro-in- 
testinal problems, muscular 
pains, anxiety, depression, loss of 
memory and difficulties in con- 
centrating. “We’re not talking 
about people with psychiatric 


aoout people witn psycmatnc 
problems,” underlines Dr. 
Juhler, “but healthy people wbo 
have been subjctea to a deliber- 


ate destruction of their identity.” 
Once the resistance to talk 
about the painful topic is broken, 
treatment is relatively easy — 
lasting an average of 6 months. 
But many of toe RTC clients 
need an interpreter, even if some 
of them have been refugees in 
Denmark for many years. This, 
of course, makes progress evalua- 
tion more difficult. 

New customs, new social rela- 
tions, a new language — all of 
this is difficult for a refugee in the 
best of circumstances. However, 
for someone who suffers from the 
consequences of torture, this 
adaptation is even more trying. 
Difficulties in concentrating and 
loss of memory, both symptoms 
of their torture experience, are 
obstacles for learning the Danish 
language, an important vehicle 
for faalitatmg their integration 
into society. “We try to make the 
torture experience a thing of the 
past,” says Dr. Inge Kemp 
Genefke, Medical Director of the 
Centre. “By rebuilding the shat- 
tered identity, the individual 
learns to live In the present. We 
then try to help him 1 or her 
prepare for the future.” 

The changed nationalities of 
refugees coming to Denmark is 



discuss these problems. Torture 
victims and their spouses in a 
second group focus on the even- 
tual problems related to repatria- 
tion. 

Rehabilitation of torture vic- 
tims is a new field of medicine, 
and for years, the RCT was the 
only place in the world where 
systematic information was avail- 
able. Today nearly one-fourth of 
their resources are devoted to 
disseminating their findings. 

An International documenta- 
tion centre started in 198S is 
expected to be in operation be- 
fore the end of summer 1987. 
Workshops and seminars for 
national and international health 
staff as well as associations that 
work with refugees are held con- 
tinually. Three international 
seminars were fully or partly sub- 
sidized by the U.N. Voluntary 
Fund for torture Victims (see 


RCT, has obliged the Centre to 
find alternatives to treatment in 
order to maintain the dose, con- 
fidential relationship with the vic- 
tim. An external network of ther- 
apists was set up in 1985. In less 
than two years, almost 100 per- 
sons working in the health sector 
all over Denmark have lent their 
services to the centre.

also reflected in the nationality of 
those being treated. Until 1985, 
the majority were from Latin 
America; today almost all are 
from Middle Eastern countries. 
Methods of treatment have bad 
to change accordingly since 
“complaints of pain have to be 
interpreted and treated within a 
cultural context,” according to 
Dr. Juhler. 

Treatment is on an out-patient 
basis and includes physiotherapy, 
psychotherapy and counselling 
for not only the individual victim, 
but for the spouses and children 
as well. In 1986, 103 persons were 
treated at the Centre; 60 had 
been subjected to torture them- 
selves. while the others were their 


family members. Dr. Genefke 
proudly claims a 90 per cent 
recovery rate. 

The majority of the “clients” at 
the RCT are male. In many cases, 
during their imprisonment their 
wives were obliged to assume the 
role of head of household, a role 
that in many societies conflicts 
with tradition. This, together 
with self-confidence and other 
qualities already shaken by the 
torture experience, can strain 
family relationships. Group acti- 
vities led by RCT therapists work 
with the family to try to help 
them understand what has hap- 
pened and better adjust to their 
ufe in exile. In one group, the 
wives of the men get together to

Funding has gone to centres for the treatment and rehabilitation { 
of victims of torture now exiled in various western countries, as well 
as regional programmes for torture victims or programmes in 
specific countries. 

Regional projects in Argentina, Costa Rica, the Dominican 
Republic, Mexico and Panama have been set op by UNHCR to 
benefit refugees who were victims of torture or ex tr e m e violence and 
need specialised assistance to adapt to their situation of exile. These 
projects are now joint ventures of UNHCR and tire U.N. Voluntary 
Fund for Victims of Torture. Total projected costs for 1987 are US* 
75,350 of which approximately 40 per cent is covered by the U.N. 
Fund.

of the Middle East and North 
Africa Department, Mr. Ivan 
Kosnichovsemor, an aide to Mr. 
Vorontsov and Robert Tordiev, 
deputy director of the Middle 
East and North Africa Depart- 
ment. 

In Cairo on Thursday, Mr. 
Vorontsov criticised the U.S. 
military presence in the Gulf as a 
“wrong approach” and a “Ram- 
bo-type operation.” 

Mr. Vorontsov said concerted 
action by the United Nations was 
the best way to safeguard Gulf 
shipping ana end the Iran-Iraq 
war. 

He spoke to reporters after a 
one-hour meeting with President 
Mubarak. 

Asked how Moscow felt about 
the U.S. presence in the Gulf, 
Mr. Vorontsov said: “The Amer- 
icans are trying to do everything 
single-handedly and are concen- 
trating for that purpose a huge 
military force... we think it is a 


wrong approach/ 
“The right appr 


“The right approach is the Un- 
ited Nations approach,” Mr. 
Vorontsov said. 

He apparently referred to last 
July’s UX Security Council re- 
solution calling for an immediate 
ceasefire, withdrawal by Iranian 


and Iraqi forces to international 
borders and a negotiated settle- 
ment. 

“In the Security Council, the 
nations are making joint efforts 
to stop the war as soon as possible, 
and foe United Nations in general 
can play a very serious role in 
securing the ship lanes in the 
Persian Gulf and in stopping foe 
war,” Mr. Vorontsov said. 

“So we are in favour of con- 
certed action by all countries in 
foe world and the Americans are 
for single-handedness.” 

Then he paused, smiled and 
added: “We joke sometimes ab- 
out a Ram do- type operation. 
Rambo-type is good in the 
movies but not so good in real 
life. It is better to do what is 
necessary together by the whole 
international community. That 
will bring the right results.” 

Mr. Vorontsov said the aim of 
his tour was to consult with gov- 
ernment leaders “on foe conven- 
ing, as speedily as possible, of an 
international conference for Mid- 
dle East peace.” 

Mr. Vorontsov said “anything 
positive” emerging from his tour 
will be discussed by U.S. Secret- 
ary of State George Shultz and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze during their Oct. 
22-23 talks in Moscow.

NFL strike collapsed 


NEW YORK ( AP) — The 24-day 
NFL strike fell apart Thursday 
when the union ordered its mem- 
bers back to work without agree- 
ment on a new contract. One key 
management official said the end 
came too late for the strikers to 
ptoy and get paid this week. 

“The union Unt everyone back 
to work,” player representative 
Keith Fahnhorst of the San Fran- 
cisco 49ers said. 

William Judson. player rep of 
the Miami Dolphins, also said he 
had been told the strike had been 
ended. 

However, Tex Schramm, presi- 
dent of the Dalias Cowboys and a 
member of the NFL Management 
Council's executive committee, 
said the union waited too lone. 

“They're too late. The dead- 
line was Wednesday." Schramm 
said. “We've made" that dear to 
them all along.” 

There was no agreement be- 
tween the union and Manage- 
ment Council on an agreement to 


send the players back to work. 
Union leader Gene Upshaw and 
management negotiator Jack 
Donian talked by telephone but 
were still stuck on one point, how 
lon£ to extend the 1982 contract. 

But Schramm said even if there 
was. the players couldn't play this 
week. 

Meanwhile, players all over the 
league rushed back to camp, in- 
cluding the entire teams from 
Buffalo. Atlanta, Cleveland, 
Kansas City.

Min- 
nesota last sent a team to the 
World Series in 1965 where they 
lost to the Los Angeles Dodgers.

Some Twins have complained 
that before the playoffs no one 
knew anything about any of them 
except the distinctively-shaped 
Kirby Puckett. 

The popular Puckett, a squat 
but speedy centrefielder with 
power, promises to pay the Car- 
dinals proper respect. 

“We won’t take them lightly," 
he said. But be added: “It we do 
the things we’ve done all year, 
we’ll be all right.” 

While the Cardinals are light 
on power, the Twins have three 
others besides Puckett — Kent 
Hrbek, Gary Gaetti and Tom Bru- 
nansky — who clear the fences 
regularly. 

This year, the Twins won only 
31 of SI away games — but they 
had the best home record in the 
majors. Games one and two of 
the series, and six and seven, if 
necessary, will be in the dome. 

Opponents have said it takes

But the Cardinals also thrive 
on artificial turf and second base- 
man Tommy Herr says he would 
go anywhere to make up for a 
shocking series loss two years ago 
in which St Louis squandered a 
three games to one lead over the 
Kansas City Royals.

USSR pays $lllm to U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (R ) — The 
Soviet Union said on Thursday it 
has paid off its arrears in U^N. 
contributions and is ready to pay 
a further $197 million for peace- 
keeping action dating back to the 
Congo in the 1960s. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Vla- 
dimir Petrovsky told a news con- 
ference that Moscow paid $111 
million to the U.N. this week in 
payment of all outstanding gener- 
al obligations. 

He added: “The Soviet Union 
is ready to pay its assessments for 
all peace-keeping forces without 
exceptions." 

Moscow has withheld pay- 
ments on a number of U.N. 
peace-keeping efforts since the 
Congo operation from 1960-64 
because of political objections. 

Mr. Petrovsky, deputy head of 
the Soviet delegation to the 
U.N., told reporters that Moscow 
was now ready to pay its peace- 


keeping assessments “within the 
shortest period of time." 

He said the move was part of 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev’s policy of “glasnost” — 
greater freedoms within the 
Soviet Union and a reaching out 
to the world. 

Mr. Petrovsky said the Soviet 
Union was also dying with other 
nations to help the United Na- 
tions find a way out of its fiscal 
crisis. 

A U.N. spokesman said the 
Soviet government paid its out- 
standing contributions earlier this 
week, but the world body's finan- 
cial situation remained poor. 

“The crisis is far from over,” 
he said. “In fact it is a very 
serious crisis." 

The United States withheld 
part of its contribution to the 
U.N. last year in a political deci- 
sion and currently owes the world 
body almost $353 million, accord- 
ing to U.N. figures. 


U.S. interest rates edge up 


NEW YORK (API — U.S. in- 
terest rates edged higher Thurs- 
day as the White House tried to 
quell nervousness in the financial 
markets that could choke off the 
United States' economic growth. 

The lenders who have sent 
interest rates soaring lately 
appeared unconvinced by Treas- 
ury Secretary James Baker who 
said inflation fears were "over- 
blown” and predicted interest 
rates would fall. 

High interest rates hurt the 
economy by raising the cost of all 
kinds of consumer and business 
borrowing. 

If the "recent surge in rates 


continues — something many 
economists doubt — it could push 
the economy into recession. 

Chemical Bank of New York 
raised its prime lending rate half a 
per cent to 9.75 per cent. None of 
the other big New York banks 
followed suit immediately. 

Another key interest rate edged- 
higher after breaking into double 
digits on Wednesday for the first 
time in two years. 

The yield on the 30-year U.S. 
treasury bond climbed to 10.18 
r cent from 10.16 per cent late 
ednesday.

EC gives $8nj to repatriate Africans 

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — The European Community (EC) said 
Thursday it is giving $8 million to encourage professional Africans 
working in industrialised nations to return home to help end 
shortages of qualified professionals in their countries. The EC 
hopes that by 1990 up to 550 professionals will return to homes in 
Ghana, in West Africa, the southern African states of Zambia 
and Zimbabwe, and Kenya, Somalia and Uganda in East Africa. 
Under a similar programme between 1980 and 1985, the EC 
helped repatriate 350 African professionals to Kenya, Somalia 
and Zimbabwe. The returnees included university lecturers, 
doctors and lawyers working in Europe and the United States. 
The EC pays travel expenses and boosts salaries so that the 
professionals do not have large cuts in income. 

Aeroflot resumes flights to Iran 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet airline Aeroflot has resumed flights 
to Tehran after a two-year break, the Soviet government 
newspaper Izvestia said on Thursday. In 1985, hundreds of Soviet 
technicians left Iran after Iraqi warplanes bombed civilian and 
economic targets deep inside the country.

Somali Airlines orders Airbus 

PARIS (R) — Somali Airlines has ordered one wide-bodied 
Airbus A310-300 jet and placed an option on another, taking the 
European consortium’s total sales of wide-bodied aircraft to 464, 
Airbus Industrie said on Thursday. The A310-3Q0, a twin-engined 
medium-haul plane canying 196 passengers, will be powered by 
General Electric C.F. 6 engines and will be used on Somafi 
Airline’s routes in Europe and the Middle East, it said in a 
statement. The Airbus Industrie consortium groups British 
Aerospace, France's Aerospatiable, Messerscnmitt-Boelkow- 
Blohm (MBB) of West Germany and Casa of Spain. 

Canada to write off $267m of loans 

•VANCOUVER, British Columbia (AP) — Canada announced 
Thursday that it will write off 347 million dollars ($267 million) in 
development loans to six Commonwealth countries in Africa. The 
low-income nations involved are Kenya, Ghana, Nigeria, Zim- 
babwe, Swaziland and Zambia. The amounts ranged from 1.37 
million dollars ($1.05 million) for Swaziland to 109 million dollars 
($84 million) to Kenya. Foreign Minister Joe Clark said Canada 
was acting on a commitment made last year at the U.N. special 
session on Africa, which called for debt relief in the poorest 
countries. At the Francophone summit of French-speaking 
nations in Quebec last month, Canada forgave 325 million dollars 
($250 million) in loans to seven other African countries. Canadian 
aid to developing countries in the last fiscal, year totalled 2.5 
billion dollars ($1.9 billion). 


Nobel Foundation plans public offer 
of shares to raise funds for awards 


STOCKHOLM (R) — The charitable foundation 
which funds the Nobel . .Prizes said on Friday it 
planned to sell shares in its real estate subsidiary to 
restore the prizes to their original value. 

Stockholm bourse. 

The public offer of 25 per cent 
of Bevaringen's shares and con- 
vertible bonds, plus a placement 
of 50 per cent of the company’s 
shares with a private investment 
company, should also reduce the 
foundation's tax burden, it said. 

“As a charitable foundation, 
we are becoming increasingly irri- 
tated by property taxes imposed 
ou us, Mr. Ramel said. 


“Our goal is to raise (the) prize 
money to its original worth for 
the centenary of the awards in 
2001," Nobel Foundation Direc- 
tor Srig Ramel told Reuters. 

He said this year's 2.175-mil- 
Jion-crown ($340,000) cash prizes 
were worth around 25 per cent 
less in real terms than the 
150,000-crown prizes first 
awarded in 1901, under the terms 
of a will by 19th century Swedish 
inventor Alfred Nobel. 

The Nobel Foundation, guar- 
dian of the prizes since then, said 
it hoped to raise 250 million 
crowns ($39 million) by floating 
its real-estate subsidiary Fas- 
tighets A.B. Bevaringen on the 


The foundation has been ex- 
empt from wealth and income tax 
since 1946, but paid five million 
crowns (about $800,000) last year 
in tax on its property, which 
generated the bulk of the orga- 


nisation’s 26-million-crown ($403 
million) profit. 

The value of the fund currently 
stands at about one billion crowns 
($155 million). 

Four of this year's prizes have 
already been awardea, with the 
economics and literature winners 
due to be announced next week. 

Mr. Ramel expressed outrage 
at the fact that this year, for tne 
first time, U.S. authorities were 
taxing Nobel Prizes. The two 
American laureates announced 
so far this year — chemists 
Charles Pedersen and Donald 
Cram — could lose up to 30 per 
cent of their prize money. 

“The Nobel Prize is exempt 
from tax in all civilised coun- 
tries,” Mr. Ramel said. 

Nobel, the inventor of dyna- 
mite, originally bequeathed 33 
tmllion crowns, then a fortune, in 


his 1896 will. 

He stipulated that interest from 
the fund should be used to fi- 
nance prizes for the individuals 
who had done most for mankind 
each year in the fields of chemis- 
try, physics, medicine, peace and 
literature. An economics prize 
was added later. 

Mr. Ramel said the foundation 
had lost two thirds of Nobel’s 
capital between 1901 and 1953 as 
a result of conservative invest- 
ments in fixed-income bonds, but 
has recouped much of this in 
recent decades thanks to invest- 
ments in property and securities. 

Sweden's opposition Conserva- 
tive Party last May proposed ex- 
empting the Norel Foundation 
from all tax but Mr. Ramel said 
he held out little hope that the 
ruling Social Democrats would 
agree. 


S. Korea moves to curb signs of inflation

SEOUL (R) — South Korea on 
Thursday moved to curb inflation 
and help firms suffering from 
recent labour disputes. Economic 
Planning Board (EPfi) officials 
said. 

They said prices of domestic oil 
roducts would be cut by around 
per cent on average from 
Friday to help companies reduce 
costs.' which have soared after big 
wage increases. 

Electricity rates would be cut 
by four per cent at the end of this 
month. There would be tighter 
control of money supply and a 
crackdown on speculative invest- 
ment in real estate. 

Strikes for higher pay hit more 
than 3,300 companies between 
July and September. Wages in 
manufacturing have risen about 
20 per cent so far this year com- 


pared to nine per cent for the 
whole of 1986, the labour minis- 
try says. 

“There are signs of inflation 
after a wave of strikes hit the 
country. The government will 
take necessary steps in the com- 
ing months to counter it,” one 
ErB official said. 

Bank of Korea figures show 
consumer prices increased 4.4 per 
cent in the first nine months of 
1987. The government’s original 
target was three per cent. 

Government officials are wor- 
ried that several costly public 
programmes will also push up 
inflation. 

These include the first direct 
presidential elections for 16 years 
m December, parliamentary elec- 
tions a few months later and 
Olympic Games next September. 


The government has ear- 
marked 1,400 billion won ($1.7 
billion) to subsidise strikebound 
companies and assist areas hit by 
floods and landslides that killed 
□early 600 people in July. 

In recent years. South Korea 
has managed both high growth 
and low inflation. 

Economists have said 1987 will 
be another bumper year with the 


gross national product forecast to 
grow about 11 per cent against 
the official target of eight per 


cent. 


But they say the boom could be 
short-lived unless Seoul controls 
money supply and electoral 
spending. 

Money supply in September 
was 19.4 per cent higher than in 
September 1986. EPB officials 


said they would try hard to 
absorb excess money and hold 
growth at about 18 per cent this 
year. 

EPB Minister Chung In-Yong 
said on Wednesday the govern- 
ment would give top priority to 
checking inflation. 

“Price stabilisation is vital for 
sustained economic growth. The 
government will not allow price 
increases of commodities on the 
pretext that labour disputes have 
forced wage hikes recently,” he 
told business leaders. 

He said the government would 
curb rises in bus fares, keep 
-medical charges at current levels 
until the end of this year and 
release state stockpiles of farm 
products and industrial raw mate- 
rials. 


Britain unveils price of biggest share sell-off 


LONDON (R) — The govern- 
ment launched Britain’s oiggest 
share sell-off yet on Thursday, 
setting terms for the sale of stock, 
worth £7.2 billion ($12 billion) in 
oil giant British Petroleum Co 
Pic. (B.P.). 

The sale of a government stake 
and new shares in B.P. is one of 
the largest issues ever worldwide 
and is part of a drive by Con- 
servative Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher to reshape the 
state role in Britain’s economy. 

The sell-off of nearly two bil- 
lion shares, at £3.30 ($5.48) each, 
is expected to add to the stock 


porfolios of milli ons of Britons 
who have become shareholders 
under Mrs. Thatcher's denationa- 
lisation policy. 

Already, six milli on people 
have expressed interest in the 
issue, which involves £1.5 billion 
($2.5 billion) worth of new shares 
and the British government's re- 
maining 31.5 per cent stake in 
B.P. 

The price announcement en- 
ded months of an advertising blitz 
aimed at replaying the huge suc- 
cess of the sell-offs of British 
Airways Pic, British Gas Pic, 
British Telecommunications Pic 


and aeroengine . builder Rolls- 
Royce Pic since Mrs. Thatcher 
came Jo power in 1979. 

Her privatisation strategy has 
drawn fire from the opposition 
Labour Party, which nationalised 
many industries after World War 
II and maintains the government 
is selling back to the public what 
it already owns. 

“It is a tragedy and a disgrace 
that tibe government Is selling off 
Britain's last strategic oil asset, at 
such a cost to the British public,” 
Labour’s finance spokesman, Mr. 
Gordon Brown, said in a state- 
ment about the issue. “The sale is 


bad news for Britain and repre- 
sents a bad deal for the countiy as 
a whole.” 

But many economists believe 
Mrs. Thatcher has successfully 
revolutionised public thinking 
and created a new generation of 
shareholders who would not want 
to see her policy reversed. 

Most of the shares were offered 
to British investors at the price 
announced on Thursday. Tne re- 
mainder will be sold through an 
international offer, at a price to 
be announced later this month. 
This could drive up the value of 
the sale closer to £7.5 billion 
($123 billion), analysts say. 


Angry stock investors besiege Taiwan parliament 


TAIPEI (R) — Hundreds of 
angry stock market investors be- 
sieged parliament on Friday de- 
manding the resignation of 
Taiwan’s Premier Yu Kuo-Hua, 
whom they blame for a slide that 
has sent prices tumbling from 
dizzying heights. 

Police with shields blocked the 
protesters from storming the 
building while Mr. Yu addressed 
members inside. 


The crowd shouted “Yu must 
go" and “stop meddling in the 
market” as a legislator from the 
ruling Kuomintang — the 
Nationalist Party — tried to res- 
tore order. 

It was the latest in a series of 
protests by investors, mostly 
small businessmen and house- 
wives, who have been badly 
burned by a six-day consecutive 
drop in prices sparked by an 


investigation into allged market 
manipulation. 

State radio quoted Mr. Yu as 
telling parliament the govern- 
ment was ready to take steps to 
revive the market if the decline 
hurt the economy.

Brock resigns 
to chair Dole 
campaign 

WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. 
Secretary of Labour William 
Brock has announced his resigna- 
tion from President Reagan's 
cabinet to become chairman of 
Senate Republican leader Robert 
Dole’s presidential campaign. 

Mr. Brock told a news confer- 
ence Sen. Dole had an uphill 
battle in his bid to overtake Vice 
President George Bush, the fron- 
trunner for the 1988 Republican 
Party nomination. 

But Mr. Brock said be believed 
Sen. Dole could appeal to a wider 
variety of voter groups than Mr. 
Bush and is better suited to deal 
with both Congress and Soviet 
leader Mikhail "Gorbachev. 

“I believe that Bob Dole has 
the kind of mind, the kind of 
integrity, the kind of character, 
the kind of intestinal strength to 
allow him to deal with a man like 
that (Gorbachev) in a positive 
way ... in a way that strengthens 
the' cause of peace.” Mr. Brock 
said. 

He said Sen. Dole, who has 
represented in the Senate since 
1969. had demonstrated "his rec- 
ognised mastery of moving a 
programme through an "in- 
creasingly independent Con- 
gress." 

Mr. Brock. 56. a former Re- 
publican senator from Tennessee 
and former chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, 
said Sen. Dole's campaign will 
not focus on attacking Mr. Bush. 

“I don't believe in that and 
Bob Dole doesn’t believe in 
that.” he said. “The thought of 
going after someone you like and 
respect is just distasteful to me." 

Mr. Brock said he believed 
Sen. Dole was “the type of candi- 
date who can draw Americans of

ICRC 
relief plane 
crashes in 
Angola 

LISBON, Portugal (AP) — A 
transport plane chartered bv the 
International Committee ot the 
Red Cross (ICRC) to feny relief 
supplies around war-tom Angola 
crashed Wednesday after taking 
off from the central city of Kuito, 
the Angolan state-run news agen- 
cy Angop has reported. 

Angop, in a dispatch moni- 
tored in Lisbon, said there was no 
immediate word on the fate of the 
four crew members and two pas- 
sengers aboard the craft when the 
Hercules transport went down 40 
kilometres from Kuito in Bie 
province. 

The ICRC headquarters ia 
Geneva, Switzerland, reported 
Thursday that all six people 
aboard the aircraft had been 
killed. 

Angop quoted an announce- 
ment by ICRC offices in Luan- 
da, the Angolan capital, as saying 
the cause of the dash was not yet 
known, but the ICRC in Geneva 
said the region where the plane 
went down was “very unsafe” 
due to fighting between gov- 
ernment troops and guerrillas of 
the rebel movement UNITA. 

It said the plane was carrying a 
Swiss ICRC delegate and an 
Angolan passenger, identified in 
the Luanda statement as Cather- 
ine Chappius and Nuno Ferreira, 
respectively. 

According to ADgop, the 
Luanda office of the ICRC identi- 
fied the crew members as pilot 
Dorian Shone, flight engineer 
Kevin Douglas Tocknell, first 
officer Nicholas Peter Duff and 
cargo officer Gary Albert Heap. 

The ICRC in Geneva said two 
of the crew were Irish nationals,'! 
one a Briton and the other a New 
Zealander. 

There was no immediate claim 
over the incident from UNITA — 
the South African and U.S. -back- 
ed National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola —

Contras attack

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) — 


day, despite the government’s 
claim that an attempt by contra 
rebels to cut the route had been 
defeated in heavy fighting. 

The battle Thursday raged over 
more than 80 kilometres of the 
vital Rama Road and appeared to 
be one of the most savage in six 
years of civil war between the 
Sandinista government and U.S.- 
financed rebels. 

The Rama Road is the only 
highway linking the eastern ana 
western halves of the country, 
connecting Managua with the 
town of Rama, a small port on 
die Escondido River that runs to 
the Caribbean port of El Bluff. 

Military supplies the Soviet 
Union and Cuba furnish area 
transported to the capital over 
the route. 

Defence Minister Humberto 
Ortega said Thursday the contras 
had staged a massive diversion 
along the road about 190 
kilometres east of Managua while 
trying to cut it still farther east, 
near its terminus at the town of 
Rama. 

The defence minister said pre- 
dawn attacks Thursday on five 
small villages along the highway 
in central Nicaragua were de- 
signed to cover a contra attempt 
to blow bridges near Rama and 
seize control of the Escondido 
waterway. 


No survivors found in 


Italian plane disaster 



COMO. Italy (R) — All 37 pas- 
sengers and crew on board an 
Italian plane were killed when it 
crashed into a mountain in north- 
ern Italy, police said on Friday. 

A spokesman at Como's Para- 
military Carabinieri Headquar- 
ters told Reuters rescue teams 
had reached the crashed Turbop- 
rop ATR 42 plane at Conca Di 
Crezzo and found wreckage scat- 
tered over the mountainside. 

"There are no survivors," the 
spokesman said. “We think the 
plane must have lost height and 
hit the mountain.” he added. 

Rescuers searching the moun- 
tainous area between lakes Lecco 
and Como all night said the 
wreckage was sighted at dawn by 
a Carabinieri police patrol. 

Search parties had to scramble 
over rocky mountain terrain on 
foot and were hampered by driv- 
ing rain and low cloud. 

Medical teams which arrived in 
two helicopters early on Friday 
later returned to base. “It was no 
use their being there," one 


policeman said. 

The plane, belonging to Alita- 
lia subsidiary ATI, vanished from 
radar screens 13 minutes after 
taking off from Milan's Linate 
Airport at 7.13 p.m. (1813 GMT) 
on Thursday night. It was going 
to Cologne. West Germany. 

Local residents reported seeing 
flashes across the sky and a loud 
explosion as the plane hit the 
mountain. 

“We were dining with friends 
when we heard a loud noise. We 
rushed to the window and saw a 
ball of fire...” Tamara 
Chiereghin, from a nearby vil- 
lage, told reporters. 

The passenger list showed that 
29 of the people on board had 
German names. The remaining 
eight, including the crew of two 
pilots and a stewardess, appeared 
to be Italians. 

Alitalia flew relatives of pas- 
sengers, who had been waiting 
for the plane to land in Cologne, 
to Milan to wait for news. 


Filipino coup plotters 
threaten to kill Aquino 


MANILA (R) — Rebel soldiers 
who almost overthrew Philippine 
President Corazon Aquino in an 
August coup attempt are plotting 
to assassinate her, her press 
secretary said on Friday. 

Teodoro Benigno said death 
threats by the right-wing rebels 
were being taken seriously. 
“We’re not joking about it any 
more. They're real," be said. 

“That’s toe only way they (the 
rebels) can get nd of her." 

Benigno said presidential 
security guards had uncovered 
details of an assassination plan by 
soldiers loyal to Col. Gregorio 
Honasan. who led the Aue. 28 
rebellion and is now in hiding. 

Mrs. Aquino has said the re- 
bels intended to kill her and her 
family during the height of fight- 
ing with presidential guards out- 
side her palace. 

Col. Honasan has denied trying 
to kill the 54-year-old president 
during the day-long rebellion in 
which 53 people died. 


Asked about the death threat. 
Mis. Aquino said on Friday: “It's 
been there since I ran for the 
presidency (last year) and it’s just 
one of the hazards of public 
service.” 

In August, unidentified gun- 
men killed Local Government 
Secretary Jaime Ferrer. Be- 
ni gno and two officials* involved 
in peace talks with Communist 
insurgents are also thought to be 
on a right-wing hit-list. 

Mrs. Aquino's guards have en- 
forced stricter security during her 
public appearance since August. 
On Thursday, soldiers were told 
'oig. is to empty their holsters when she 
hiding, visited a military camp. 

Prosecutors filed court martial 
charges on Friday against the 
deputy air force commander and 
at least 41 other officers and men 
over the Honasan coup, the milit- 
ary said. 

The group was the first to be 
formally charged with involve- 
ment in the revolt. 


Arias urges Sandinistas to 
negotiate with contras 


SAN JOSE (R) — Costa Rican 
President Oscar Arias, whose 
peace efforts in Central America 
won him the Nobel Prize, has 
urged Nicaragua's Sandinista 
government to negotiate a cease- 
fire with its U.S.-backed adver- 
saries. 

“I really hope to see a little 
more flexibility from President 
(Daniel) Ortega," Mr. Arias said 
on Thursday night, calling on Mr. 
Ortega to accept church-medi- 
ated talks with tne contra rebels. 

- Rebel spokesman Pedro Joa- 
quin Chamorro announced in 
Washington early on Thursday 
that Nicaragua's senior Roman 
Catholic prelate. Cardinal Miguel 
Obando Y. Bravo, had agreed to 
mediate between the contras and 
the Sandinista government in an 
effort to achieve a ceasefire. 

Mr. Chamorro said a delega- 
tion of contra leaders was plan- 


ning to visit Managua to start 
peace talks. 

But Mr. Ortega said they may 
be arrested if they set foot in 
Nicaragua. He has steadfastly 
ruled out direct talks with the 
contras, whom he views as little 
more than U.S.-employed merce- 
naries. 

“A ceasefire is essential if we 
really want to achieve peace in 
Central America, and it nas to be 
negotiated to give guarantees to 
both sides," Mr. Arias said. 

“In the case of Nicaragua. I 
hope they will give a second 
thought to the idea of accepting 
the mediation of Cardinal Miguel 
Obando Y. Bravo. 

Ceasefires, peace talks and 
amnesties to end the guerrilla 
wars in Nicaragua, El Salvador 
and Guatemala are key elements 
of the peace plan signed on Aug* 
T in Guatemala City by the five 
Central American presidents. 


Air force jet crashes in U.S. 


NELLIS AER BASE, Nevada 
(R) — A U.S. Air Force plane 
crashed in the Nevada desert on 
Wednesday night, killing the 
pilot, an air force spokesman said, 
and television news reports said it 
was the top-secret Stealth fighter 
jet. 

Asked about the reports that 
the craft was a Stealth jet, an 
aircraft so secret the air force 
does not even admit it exists, 
spokesman Capt. Barry Ander- 
son said he was not allowed to 
discuss its identity. 


The plane crashed 160 
kilometres north west of Las 
Vegas on the gunnery range of 
Nellis Air Force Base, where 
fighter pilots learn' to fly combat 
missions. The base is also die 
home of the air force's aerial 
display team, the Tbunderbirds. 

Capt. Anderson said a board of 
officers was investigating the 
cause of the accident ana the 
name of the pilot, who was based 
at Nellis, was being withheld until 
his relatives bad been informed. 


At least 4 dead as storms lash Britain 


LONDON (R) — Winds of up to 
170 kilometres an hour, lasned 
Britain on Friday in the worst 
storm since records began, killing 
at least four people and bringing 
the southern half of the country 
to a virtual standstill. ^ 

All early morning train services 
into London were cancelled, 
police closed major motorways 
and thousands of fallen trees 
blocked minor roads. Police and 
Transport Ministry officials urged 
people from Cornwall in the far 
south west to Essex in the east to 
stay home. 

Troops were called out to help 
clear debris and electricity offi- 
cials said power was cut in Lon- 
don and most parts of central and 
southern England Incoming in- 
ternational flights were diverted 
from London s Heathrow and 
Gatwick airports to other Euro- 
pean destinations. 

One weather centre official in 
London said: “These are the 
worst winds since records began. 
The winds were in. excess of 
hurricane force." 

Weather centre officials issued 


a rare “flash alert”, saying the 
signs were the storms would be 
moving northwards. They also 
warned severe flooding could fol- 
low along the south coast. 

The storms roared in from 
northern France which was also 
battered by gales throughout the 
night. Much of the western Brit- 
tany region was blacked out, road 
and rail traffic cut and power and 
telephone lines down, officials 
said. 

Two firemen were killed in the 
southern England county of 
Dorset when a tree crashed on to 
their fire engine, and a woman 
died when a chimney fell into the 
main street in Windsor. 

A hotel collapsed “like a pack 
of cards” in the resort town of 
Hastings killing at least one per- 
son, and further west in the New 
Forest area of Hampshire resi- 
dents had a narrow escape when a 
small apartment block fell down. 

Officials said they feared the 
death toll could rise as others 
were feared dead or missing. 
Many injured were taken to hos- 
pitals in central London. 


As emergency services battled 
to respond to calls for help, and 
one official appealed for volun- 
teers to come forward with chain- 
saws, lifeboatmen and coast- 
guards searched for two crewmen 
missing when a Bahamian bulk 
carrier capsized off Dover. 

Coastguard Jim Lamb in Dover 
said: "The conditions are the 
worst I have ever seen here. It 
has been terrible.” 

A ferry with 26 crewmen 
aboard was firmly aground in the 
channel port of Folkestone, but 
die crew were not believed to be 
in danger. 

In the North Sea, a drilling ship 
with 50 crew aboard was sad by 
owners Smit International to be 
in trouble with engine failure. 
One tug was on handand another 
on its way. 

In London, winds of up to 150 


kilometres an hour were re- 
corded, although weathermen 
said they gustea much higher. 

Masonry fell from buildings, 
shop windows were blown m, 
and police warned people to stay 
off tne streets in central London.

No condom dispensers for Europarliament 

STRASBOURG, France (R) — Condom dispensers will not be 
installed in offices of the European Parliament as a means of 
fighting the spread of AIDS, Parliament President Lord Plumb 
has announced. The proposal by Parliament Director-General 
Jean Feidt had split members, some seeing it as a bold move in the 
fight against AIDS and others fearing it would give the impression 
they are more concerned With sex than parliamentary affairs. But 
Lora Plumb said in a statement: “There is absolutely no question 
of this suggestion being taken up.” Feidt, in a letter to officials, 
had said: ^Installation of the machines would respond to concern 
over the spread of AIDS and to the fact that chemists who sell 
condoms are very far from the offices of the European Parlia- 
ment" British Socialist Member of Parliament Barry Seal said: 
“The scheme will give the impression that we are all sex-mad 
instead of knuckling down to our work.” 

Zimbabwe seeks national anthem 

HARARE, Zimbabwe (AP) — Seven years after independence 
from Britain, Zimbabwe is still without a national anthem. On 
Thursday, the government launched a competition to find one. 
Deputy Information, Posts and Telecommunications Minister 
Naomi Nhiwatiwa said the winners — for lyrics and music — 
would get 15,000 Zimbabwe dollars ($9,500) and she hoped it 
would be chosen before the eighth anniversary of independence 
on April 18 next year. Prime Minister Robert Mugabe led the 
white-ruled British colony of Rhodesia to independence as 
black-governed Zimbabwe on that date in 1980 when God Save 
the Queen, the British national anthem, was played for the last 
time. Since then, Zimbabwe informally adopted Isbe Komberera 
Afrika as an anthem. It is a local version in the majority Shona 
language of the black nationalist hymn Nkosi Sikelele' Afrika 
(God Bless Africa) composed in South Africa last century and 
adopted by several black-niled nations at independence as their 
official anthems. Mrs. Nhiwatiwa told reporters Ishe Komberera 
Afrika would not be abandoned. “It has an African theme and it 
will always have its place," she said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — An unidentified young man who 
attended a ceremony on the White House south lawn joined 
photographers and cameramen and made it all the way to the 
door of President Reagan's office before he was stopped. Uz
